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NOTICE OF REQUEST FOR APPROVAL OF INTERCONNECTION 

AGREEMENT UNDER THE TELECOMMUNICATIONS ACT OF 1996 
 

 PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that on September 2, 2008, Verizon Delaware LLC 

(“Verizon”) and New Horizons Communications Corp. (“New Horizons”) filed a joint 

application for approval of an interconnection agreement negotiated under the provisions 

of 47 U.S.C. §§ 251(c), 252(a) (1).  Verizon is the incumbent local exchange carrier. New 

Horizons is conditionally certified to provide local exchange services in Delaware. 

Verizon and New Horizons have asked the Public Service Commission (‘the 

Commission’) to approve the agreement under the provisions of 47 U.S.C. §§ 252(e)(1). 

 Provisions in the submitted interconnection agreement include: 

• Compensation for Reciprocal Compensation Traffic at rates 
specified in the interconnection agreement. 

• The purchase of certain unbundled local loop elements including 
recurring prices of $10.07, $13.13, and $16.67 for Density Cells 1, 
2 and 3 respectively. 

• Provisions related to dialing parity, number portability and 
directory and database listings. 

• The resale of Verizon telecommunications services for a wholesale 
discount of 16.0% or 20.0 % (depending upon whether New 
Horizons Communications Corp. provides its own operator 
services). 

 



• The provision of 911 services to all customers 
• The agreement indicates that the rates for unbundled network 

elements, call transport and termination, and the wholesale 
discount may be replaced by new rates at a latter time. 

 
 Copies of the joint application and the submitted interconnection agreement and 

amendment are available for public inspection and copying at the Commission’s office at 

the address set out below during normal business hours. 

 Under Guidelines 30 & 31 of the Commission’s Guidelines for Negotiations, 

Mediations, Arbitration, and Approval of Agreements Between Local Exchange 

Telecommunications Carriers, any interested person may submit written comments and 

any supporting material concerning the Commission’s approval or rejection of the 

Verizon and Bandwidth.com interconnection agreement.  Comments should focus on the 

criteria for review set forth in 47 U.S.C. §§ 252(e)(2)(A) and whether such agreement is 

consistent with applicable state law, regulation, or policy.  Such comments must be filed 

with the Commission and served upon Verizon and Bandwidth.com.  COMMENTS 

MUST BE FILED WITH THE COMMISSION AND SERVED UPON VERIZON AND 

NEW HORIZONS ON OR BEFORE October 2, 2008.  ONLY PERSONS WHO 

SUBMIT COMMENTS WILL RECEIVE NOTICE OF ANY FURTHER 

PROCEEDINGS IN THIS MATTER.  Filing and service may be made by facsimile 

transmission followed by mail or express delivery.  The Commission will approve or 

reject the agreement on or before December 1, 2008.
